Mr, A. Maegown, of Swatow was 
late ‘introduced to the meeting by 
the Chairman. Swatow, Mr, Mac: 
gown geld, was under the contro! 
of the Canton Government, Theea 
were no settlements or concession: 
there. Since .the Republic of 
China ‘was formed: they had had 
continual fighting in Swatow. 
The military had always been in 
charge. One General would conte 
along and hold-the placé for six |! 
or nine months, to be followed by 
another, ‘fellow, who, dn turn, 
would be turned out and succeecd- 
ed by somebody else. Occasional- 
ly: they had peace for a year, but 
it -had to be very dearly bought, 
because the military authorities 
demanded taxation from the peo- 
ple. During’ these years. Swatow 
had paid-millions and millions of 
dollars, If they had not.paid the 
town would have been Jooted and’ 
the Chinese merchants therefore 
preferred to pay. The taxes were 
collected by the Chamber of Com: 
merce, whode representatives were 
accompanied by the military, who 
arrested the defaulters. - Since-the 
strike and boycott, trade in Swa- 
tow was very much worse. Every. 
thing imaginable was taxed, and: 
food was very dear, One method 
was by collections of house ‘rent,
